Kern Valicy Bank Failure Involved 
in @ Labyrinth of Promises and 


Agreements.

BAKERSFIELD, Feb. 5.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.]

venom 4s @ curative agent has its place 
in modern medical practice and has 
given rise to a curious industry, the 
collection of such poisons by persons | 
skilied in the handling of palsonous 
snakes. The thing is done to a limited 
extent in this country, there being a 
ranch at San Antonio, Tex., where rat- 
tlesnakes are kept for this purpose. 
A similar establishment exists in Ken- 
tucky and even the snakes in the New 
York Zoo have been forced to pay 
tribute to modern science in this fash- 
ion. One of the largest establishments 
for the collection of venom is found 
in Brazil, in the State of Sao Paulo, 
from which the poison is. shipped all 
over the world. 

There are three important veno- 
mous snakes found in Brasil, a lach- 
esis, known to the natives as a jara- 
raca and sometimes called in English 
a bushmaster; a crotalus, or rattie- 
snake, and the elaps, or coral snake. 
Of these the lachesis is the most for- 
midable in point-of sige. 

Although the collection of the ser- 
pents’ poison would seem a dangerous 
job, the Brazilian experts find little 
difficulty in the matter. The snake to 
be operated upon is first taken from 
his comfortable quarters in the ser 
pentarium, where he has been kept in 
all possible comfort, by means of 6 
leather strap attached to a long stick. 
He is then grasped firmly behind the 
head by one man while another pre- 
sents a glass dish to his mouth. The 
snake bites furiousiy, his venom run- 
ming into the dish, the result being in

It is neces- 
sary to take care that the reptile does 
not coll itself around furniture of 
ether objects in the vicinity of the 
operator, for if this should happen

N In cases where the venom of dead 
snakes is to be collected the head 
of the animal is fixed to a sheet of 
cork. The poison fangs gre drawn out 
and without injuring em, the two 
poison ducts, which open at their 
bases, are isolated and tied with a 
thread in order to prevent the poison 
running out The dissection of the 
glands is then very easy. 

The influence of light. which has 
no effect on venom preserved in a dry 
state, is, on the contrary, very markew 
upon venom in solution. If kept in 
the right way, however, the poison 
retains its strength indefinitely.

LANs for the complete improve- 

ment of the Huntington area in 

the outer harbor of Los Angeles 
with concrete substructure were or- 
dered by the Harbor Commission at 
its session yesterday. City Engineer 
Hamlin was asked to report the de- 
tailed plans and specifications in two 
weeks when the commission expects 
to determine the portion of the great 
undertaking that will be started first 
to meet the expected needs of Panama 
Canal traffic. 

The action is the subjugation of 
Hamlin, who had reported against 
concrete and recommended wooden 
substructure with a beginning at the 
shore line, running out 200 feet on 
the west side only. Hamlin has not 
changed his mind, but in presenting 
the plans, will conform to the wishes 
of the commission. In fact Ham- 
lin asked definite instructions yester- 
day. 

The use of concrete exclusively is 
a complete change of plans from what 
the Board of Public Works approved 
last September. But the treatment 
of the Huntington area, approved yes- 
terday, is the same suggested by Ham- 
lin in September. He offered five 
methods of treatment, and the Harbor 
Commission approved one yesterday. 

If it is carried out another bond is- 
sue will be necessary—in fact any 
complete improvement of the Hunt- 
ington fill will réquire more than is 
available under the present debt au- 
thorization. Because of this fact the 


to what part of the improvement will 
be begun first. Hamlin has always 
favored the shore line for a start; 
the commission has favored the deep- 
water end. That question is unsettled. 
AFFORDS MUCH DOCKAGE. 

The Huntington area is 650 feet 
wide and- 3800 feet long projecting 
south, parallel with the government 
channel on the east, Deadman's 


east, which is separated by a 400-foot 
channel. The end of the bulkhead line 
of the Huntington area is 2800 feet 
from the shore, the remaining 1000 
feet being for piers. According to 
the action yesterday the United States 
War Department will be asked to give 
permission to fill this 1000-foot dis- 
tance leaving a 300-foot slip down its 
middie, with filled portions 17§ feet 
wide on either side. By this method 
there will be 3800 feet of dockage 
on each side and 2400 in the slip, 
with 350 additional at the ends of the 
area making a total of nearly two 
miles of dockage. It is all to be in 
thirty-five feet of water, at least 150 
feet m each exterior line. 

The entire outline is to be com- 
posed of a retaining wall made of con- 
crete sheet piling. The interior is to 
be filled with the material dredged 
later to give depth for ships of deep 
draft. The filling is to be sixteen feet 
above the low-water level, while the 
retaining wall is to be twelve feet. 
This difference of four feet is to give 
the floors of cars a level with the 
main portion of the land fill. The 
entire area is to be surrounded with

SUPREME COURT REVERSES 


THE REVERS 


whirligig was registered yesterday 

when the State Supreme Court 
reversed the Court of Appeals in the 
case of the Los Angeles Gas and Elec- 
tric Corporation against Los Angelec 
county. The Court of Appeals had 
previously reversed Judge Bordwell, 
who had himself denied the corpora- 
tion a new trial jn an action to recover 
about $12,000 in taxes. Parenthetically 
it may be mentioned that the corpora- 
tion lost the original action, begun 
about five years ago. The reversal 
by the Supreme Court does not mean 
that the gas company will necessarily 
lose its money, but merely that the 
case Will have to be tried over again. 

The taxes which the company 
sought to recover were part of those 
paid during 1906-7 -n their visible 
assets. The company set out that they 
were over-assessed through an over- 
vaiuation and discrimination on the 
part of the assessor. 

The matter was submitted to the 
board of equalization and it is upon 
the decision of this body that the 
Supreme Court based its judgment in 
reversing the Court of Appeals, which 
found for the corporation in the full 
amount claimed. in the earlier hear- 
ing it was testified that the assessor | 
adopted a valuation system not tn ac- 
eordance with the usual procedure.

EVELOPMENTS of a highly un- 
usual character in the baring of 
the coolie-smuggling ring point 
conclusively, assert local Immigration 
officials to collusion with the smug- 
lers on the part of certain officers of 
the law of San Diego. Among other 
allegations it is asserted that posi- 
tive evidence is in the hands of the 
authorities showing that a deputy in 
the office of Sheriff Jennings has been 
actively engaged in smuggling for a 
number of years. ae 
This man, who is a resident of 
Oceanside and whose name is with- 
held for the present, is asserted to 
have been in charge of the automo- 
biles and other means of transporta- 
tion of the contraband laborers 
brought over from Tia Juana. His 
position of trust as a deputy sheriff 
is asserted to have made him an in- 
valuable asset to the gang and his 
rakeof from the illicit traffic was 
correspondingly large. The immigra- 
tfon officials claim that there is no 
possibility of mistake, as the suspect 
was all but caught red-handed in this 
atv a short time ago. 
It appears that Immigration In- 
spector Harry Blee of the southern 
city was here on the trail of one Quan 
Mai, a coolie who was being conduct- 
ed to a rendezvous on the plaza, said 
to be in the charge of another Chi- 
nese named Quan Hai. The Chinese 
traveler got his directions mixed and 
was obliged to appeal to the deputy 
sheriff to find out where he was to 


go. Waiting only long enough to as- 
sure himself of the identity of the 
man appealed to, Blee swooped down 
upon Quan and took him to jail. In 
the confusion attendant upon the ar- 
rest the deputy sheriff got away and 
hurried back to San Diego.

Sam Wing, who has just completed 
a term in the County Jail on smug- 
gling charges. It is charged that 
Wing bought the coolie’s ticket in San 
Diego and turned him over to the 
deputy for safe conduct.

ENDS LATIGATION. 

GAS PLANT TO BE SOLD. 
By deciding that the deed from 
Mrs. Caroline Dobbins to the Los An- 
geles Suburban Gas Company when 
the St. John-street gas plant was con- 
structed is valid, Judge Whibur 
brought to a close yesterday a long 
litigation. 

The court found that a considera- 
tion had been given in her case, but 
holds that all other bonds were issued 
without consideration and are void. 
This means that the property will be 
sold to satisfy the judgment. 

Mrs. Dobbins bought the St. John- 
street property and built the plant, 
turning over the land for bonds in 
the amount of $50,000. The gas com- 
pany issued a lot of bonds, but re- 
ceived nothing for them. 

William C. Gallagher. who held 
some of the bonds, brought suit 
against the company to foreclose and 
Mrs. Dobbins intervened in a cross- 
complaint. Judge Wilbur gave juds- 
ment for foreclosure of trust deed in 
her favor. 

The gas property has chanced 
hands several times, the succeeding 
corporations having been the People’s 
Gas Company; the People’s Gas and 
Coke , Company. and the Economic 
Gas Company, which is now in posses- 
sion and claims title. The bonds 
were a lien on the St. John-street 
plant. Prof. Lowe was president of 
the Suburban. the People’s Gas and 
the People's Gas and Coke companies.

NIONITES SEEK 
A QUICK TRIAL. 


Following the quick disposal by the 
court of technical defenses in the 
government's conspiracy cases against 
O. A. TVeitmoe, Anton Johannsen, E. 
A. Claney and J. Ek. Munsey, the at- 
torneys for the defendants created 
much surprise in the United States 
District Court yesterday morning by 
ingisting upon a speedy trial. The 
cages will be.set for trial this morn- 
ing. The defendants pleaded. not 
guilty to the three separate charges. 
Under the true bills returned several 
weeks ago by the Federal grand jury, 
Tveitmoe, Johannsen, Clancy and 
Munsey are charged with conspiring 
to transpert high explosives from va- 
rious interstate points to Los Angeles. 
The labor-union leaders were ex- 
pected to make a desperate technical 
defense and the action of their law- 
yers appeared a great surprise to the 
government prosecutors, whr were 
prepared to uphold the correctness of 
the indictments.
